REPORT OF FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Once again we are about to enter another forest 
fire season and once again your town forest fire warden 
is asking you to be careful of fires in our woodlands 
and along our roadsides. There is nothing more 
displeasing to the eye than an area of blackened waste. 
Nine out of ten of these blackened areas are caused by 
You and You. It is only with your cooperation that 
we can prevent such an areainour town. A great part 
of the men and women of this area depend on timber for 
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their weekly pay check, and by you and you being 
careless, these people are being deprived of a living. 
We can’t even try to prevent fires caused by lightning, 
but the number of fires caused by this agent is very 
small. It is you as a smoker, as a debris burner, — 
you as a careless person, who can do a great deal in 
preventing this most shameful waste of our natural 
resources. 


You can help by making sure your smoking 
material is out — DEAD OUT, your incinerator is air 
tight, the area around it is cleaned of all burnable 
material, that you have had it inspected by your forest 
fire warden, that you have asked for and received a 
permit to burn from your forest fire warden.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board and Citizens of Madison: 


During the school year 1951 - 1952 the teachers in 
the Madison School were Mr. David Love, Principal, 
grades 6, 7, and 8; Mrs. Martha Kelley, grades 3, 4 and 
5; Mrs. Ethel Berry, grades 1 and 2. 


Mr. Love and Mrs. Kelley returned in September of 
the current year. Mrs. Berry resigned and the 
primary teacher this year is Mrs. Edith L. Plant of 
Holderness, N. H. Mrs. Plant prepared for teaching 
at Plymouth Teachers College and has had several 
years’ experience. 


Improvements in the physical facilities of the 
school have continued. Asphalt tile has been installed 
on the concrete floor of the lunch room, storm windows 
have been placed on the primary room, the playground 
has been developed and now provides facilities for a 
wide variety of out-of-doors activities. | Considerable 
painting and minor repairs have been made as needed 
so that the building is kept constantly in excellent 
condition. 


The introduction of a sports schedule for boys, as 
part of the health and recreation program, under the 
guidance of Mr. Love is an important addition to the 
entire educational offering. Active participation in 
organized games is recognized by authorities as the 
best kind of physical education for schoo] children. 


The excellent school lunch provided continues to 
contribute to the well-being of all members of the 
school. Mrs. Henrietta Nason continues to turn out 
fine meals with the assistance of several interested 
mothers and P. T. A. members. 
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At the opening of schoo] last year Miss Julia Cox, 
R. N., of Conway became our school nurse. Miss Cox 
has had several years’ experience in this field and is 
providing excellent service. She has shown a marked 
interest in the welfare of each pupil. We are pleased 
that she is continuing the work during the current year. 


Enrolled at Kennett High School last year were 
23 pupils. Two more were graduated at the year’s 
end. Currently there are 26 enrolled in high school. 
Eight of these are seniors. Cost per high school pupil 
was $284.34. The state average current expenditure 
was $298.66 for the previous year. Current cost per 
elementary pupil was $284.35. The state average is 
not yet available for comparison, but this is probably 
above the average. One factor that accounts for this 
is long, difficult transportation routes that tend to 
increase the total cost. The tax rate for school pur- 
poses for current operation was $17.91 per $1000.00 
adjusted valuation compared to $19.19 state average 
for the previous year. 


The ready availability of the library facilities is 
proving an important addition to the school services. 
We wish to express our appreciation of the fine coopera- 
tion shown by the library trustees and to Mrs. Winifred 
Harmon who has been very generous in providing a 
story hour for the primary pupils. 


It is a pleasure to write this report for in so doing 
we can recall so many instances of real interest and 
cooperation shown by members of the school board, 
the teaching staff, the pupils, and many parents, 
citizens, and P. T. A. members. Such active interest 
by all concerned makes a good school.
